Sweeping Victory 


“'■pHE FRENCH HAVE CHOSEN the Gauffist revo- 
1 lutiofi," proclaimed La Nation when the vote was 
counted on the first ballot for the National Assembly 
on June 23. On Sunday's second ballot the confident 
assertion of the newspaper which has consistently sup¬ 
ported President Charles de Gaulle was amply con- 
finned. 

With only a handful of returns still to come, the 
Gaul Lists and their allies have captured 354 of the 497 
seats in the assembly. The GauDists themselves hold 
299. giving them by ter the largest power bloc. 

In spite of the desperate efforts of the leftist press, 
as represented by Le Populaire, for a “sacred union” 
of opposition in the second and last chance ballot, Sun¬ 
day's vote showed a continued trend away from the 
extremists on the socialist side, such as Mr. Francois 
Mitterrand and Mr. Pierre Mendes-France. 

In spite of their manoeuvres to assume power even 
before dissolution of the last, assembly—and perhaps 
because of them—they failed in their attempt to impress 
the French voter with their pose as sedate, democratic, 
almost bourgeois leaden who respect above aD law 
and order. 

In fact it was Mr. Mitterrand’s proposal that he 
should immediately succeed General de Gaulle and Mr. 
Mendes - France's rashness in accepting leadership of 
a provisional government at the time of the “little 
revolution” of May and June while the legitimate gov¬ 
ernment was still in office that shocked middle-of-the- 
road voters into reaction towards the right. 

During the interregnum, following the dissolution 
of the assembly, Mr. Joseph Gregg, writing to the Times 
in London from his Paris assignment, warned: “Sbtxild 
the students who started the whole upheaval return to 
school next fall and find little or nothing accomplished 
in educational reform, or if the newiy-won wage in¬ 
creases touch off rampant inflation and high unemploy¬ 
ment, the protest could become even more violent'’ 
(than that of May and June). 

Mr. Georges Pompidou, who will undoubtedly form 
the new g overnment, is wefl aware of this danger. 

He admitted, after Sunday’s landslide victory, that 
the nation still faces “difficulties which aka going to 
be enormous." > - 

The essential reforms in the education system alone, 
which are not only urgent but will be costly, will tax 
the ingenuity of the administration in the tittle time 
remaining. There may be a temptation, in view of the 
substantial majority he now commands, far Mr. Pompi¬ 
dou to slow the process. Much will depend an the advice 
from the president. But it is hardly a situation which 
will tolerate either delay or cBsaemhhng. 

Already a 3 per cent limit to price Increases has 
been decreed, aimed at preventing French production 
being priced out of the export market and. above all, 
to curb inflation which would rob woritrrs of the benefits 
gained at it* tfane «f lbe crisis Ml by more «ba* 
J0,000,000. The 13 per cent boost would be qmckly 
evaporated with any run-away cost of living spiral. 
This, of course, would be tfisastrous. 

The victory of the right unquestionably must be at¬ 
tributed largely to the intervention of General de GauDe 
at the height of die crisis. For it was he, while the gov¬ 
ernment floundered, who rallied the nation tp bar the 
way to “totalitarian communism." 

French voters are particularly susceptible to such 
dramatic appeals, and well the General knows it. For 
the sake of France, and the security of Western Europe, 
it is just as well.

This Is the fruit of years of 
civil war. in which toe insur¬ 
gents have picked government 
servants as targets for assas¬ 
sination and terrorization. After 
a time, an insurgency forces a 
government to be on the 
defensive against all the people, 
and it spends more and more of 
its time in checking and control¬ 
ling them through regulations, 
searches and identity papers.

C ANADA IS HEADING into governance of a new ! 

fashion, so much is clear. The first points of basic 
policy listed by Prime Minister Trudeau in the election 
campaign were the reform of Parliament, the restruc¬ 
turing of the cabinet and its methods of public adminis¬ 
tration, the revision of relations between the federal and 
provincial governments. From the outset be left no 
doubt either that he would be not just the head of a 
government team, but boss: that those disagreeing with 
him in the cabinet would “not remain ministers very 
long—not for very long at all". 

Mr. Trudeau further has dwelt on the importance 
of establishing and maintaining a dialogue with the 
people, to broaden popular participation in government. 
And again there is the indication that the intended re¬ 
lationship will be b etween the people and the prime 
minister, rather than b et w e en the people and govern¬ 
ment or Parliament. The pol i tica l system camot work 
in a modem country if the leader lacks support based 
on the people, he told a crowd in Brantford. One man 
cannot tackle the problems of the country akme—as 
in France. 

This was perhaps an unfortunate re fe renc e . In 
retrospect, to a country where the president achieved 
and has held power by direct appeal to the people. But 
there will be an essential d iffe r en c e if Mr. Trudeau can 
indeed find the means of being led by the people—and 
genuinely so—as weO as leading them. 

The. indications from Ottawa are that the prime 
minister will travel through Canada mere than his pre¬ 
decessors have done and will open new channels al com¬ 
munication with the various regions; ultimately, that 
he will be intimately in touch with the voter s through 
radio and television, explaining his plans and p u rpose s , 
listening In exchanges of the “hot line” kind to the views 
«nd complaints of the public. 

Two'questions arise in the last connection, should 
this reported plan ever mature. 

The first is whether it would be proper, or demo¬ 
cratic. to reserve to the government the opportunity 
to broadcast its case for its policies to the people. As 
in an election campaign, the parliamentary Opposition 
would seem entitled just as much to communicate with 
the electors in their homes, to present counter-argu¬ 
ments alongside Mr. Trudeau's explanations of what his 
government was trying to do and why. One presumes 
Canada’s modern version of the Fireside Chats would 
be on free-tiine radio and television, not paid for by 
the Libera] Party. But no mention has been made 
moviding equality of opportunity for expre ssi on for 
tpe other side.

Anxious Scientists Speak Out 
Against U.S. Chemical

For the first tine in the history of warfare, 
oae aatioa has committed itself to massive spraying 
of another country with dnnkah that either des¬ 
troy food crops or damage trees and shrubs.

la fad. (he United States continues to expand its spraying 
oi the South Vietnamese countryside with unusual and subtle 
plant-kilting chemicals known as herbicides, in a war against 
the Southeast Asian environment -against forests, jungles and 
food orops. 

Once again, this action focuses attention on the relation¬ 
ship of technology to society since herbicides are chemicals 
developed in the laboratory for use against weeds, yet they 
are now'instruments of warfare. 

•* And scientists paint out that we do not know - enough 
at present to say whether such heavy, widespread and re¬ 
peated herbicide sprayings will have serious and adverse 
king term effects upon plant, animal and human ecology in 
South Vietnam. 

The escalation in chemical warfare Is intense. The t’.S. 
military purchase of herbicides for South Vietnam amounted 
to n2.SOO.000 in 1965-6*. $38,800,000 in 1966-67 and $45,900,000 
In 1967-68. And the U.S. department of defence has announced 
that It will buy $70,800,000 in herbicides for use In Swnh 
Vietnam in 1968-1969. 

In the first nine months of 1967. the U.S. air force drench¬ 
ed 843.606 South Vietnamese acres with defoliants or leaf¬ 
stripping chemicals, and 121.400 acres with crop.tailing 
chemicals. This nine-month total of 965.006 acres exceeds 
the total South Vietnamese acreage sprayed in all of 1966.

Object: Starvation 


The U.S. department of defence says that this effort will 
save lives for two reasons; it will atrip jungle cover now hid¬ 
ing the movements and whereabouts of the enemy: and the 
destruction of rice crops will starve the enemy by denying 
food to him. 

Some scientists have objected to both goals. 

Dr. Jean Mayer, professor of nutrition at Harvard, has 
studied attempts to starve populations during war conditions. 
Writing in Scientist and Gtizen. he concludes. "The history 
of modern warfare has been one of increasing involvement of 
civilians. 

"Starvation as a weapon Is an aspect of such Involve¬ 
ment. one which has the peculiar property of inflicting suf¬ 
fering on civilians while doing little damage to the military. 
To destroy crops—with herbicides or in any other way—is 
therefore to employ a weapon whose target h the weakest 
element of the civilian population. 

"Whatever method Is used, the examinatkm of past wars 
and famines makes it dear that the food shortage will strike 
first and hardest at children, the elderly, and pregnant and 
iactating women; last and least at adult males and least of 
all at soldiers.” , 

Or. as Robin Clarke, editor of Science Journal in Britain, 
writes in his recently published book. The Silent Weapons. 
"Crop destruction is a discriminate way of waging war—it dis¬ 
criminates in favor of what should be the prime target, the 
combatants, aad instead selects for its victims those who 
are not mostly fully tervoved m the battle." 

The herbicide used to destroy food crops in South Vietnam 
Is known technically as cacodylic acid, an arsenic-containing 
chemical. In the field It is called Blue, a reference to the 
distinctive color painted around the top of each 55-galkn 
drum in which the spray chemicals are shipped.

pression. The police kept to 
their barracks under orders 
from President Costa e Silva. 


The aiudent revolt, which 
had seemed to be no more 
than a minor irritant, has 
developed into a major threat 
to the military government of 
Brazil. 

This waa made abundantly 
dear last week following a 
massive protest demonstra¬ 
tion that brought out not only 
the students but the public aa 
well. 


Whether they aril! remain 
there, if faced with new 
demonstrations, h anything 
tail certain. Most observers 
took for a renewal of die 
street fighting that ted up to 
the desnansiraiion of Wed¬ 
nesday. for there Is a radical 
student faction dedicated to 
bringing down the govern¬ 
ment. 

To this point the labnr 
unions have been generally 
inactive, if restive, chafing 
under government regulations 
that have kept wages down 
while living costs continue to 
rise. 

"New.’* a labor ministry 
official observed privately, 
"would be the ideal moment 
for 1 he workers to make their 
move." 

If they do. the present crisis 
may seem minor by compari¬ 
son.

The Sucker Problem 


By M. V. CHB8NTT 

The tuckering hab* of some shrubs 
and trees, notably plums and some 
kind* of lilacs, can be very annoying to 
the home gardener. On grafted subjects 
in particular, il these growths sprout¬ 
ing from the roots below the graft union 
are allowed to grow and multiply, that 
particular shrub or tree Is ruined. 

When sucker growths appear from 
below ground level, the first impulse of 
the novice gardener la to cut them down 
to the ground. This is .just about the 
worst possible treatment, for just as 
vigorous new growth always follows 
drastic pirating, so will the cut - down 
suckers push up at least two new 
growths for every one cut down. 

1 don't know of any safe and easy 
way of handling this problem. The book 
says to dig down alongside a sucker 
until Its point of origin on the root is 
exposed, then wrench it off with a 
twisting jerk: I tried this on a small 
shrub and pulled the whole thing up by 
the roots! 

* * . * 

Rather than the twisting jerk, then. I 
favor cutting off the sucker flush with 
the root, taking a small “heel” of wood 
from the root with it. and making a 
wry smooth, clean cut. The danger 
here Is that dormant growth buds in the 


mot may be stimulated by the wounding » 
to push up more suckers. 

I read somewhere that smearing a 
dab of vaseline on the cut surface of the 
root after removing a sucker would 
inhibit future, sucker growth from that 
particular spot, and I have been doing 
this religiously, but I have never been 
satisfied in my own mind that this or 
any other treatment will keep more 
suckers from sprouting. 


For the last few years T have been 
experimenting cautiously wilh another 
method of controlling suckers — one I 
dreamed up out of my own head. The 
technique consists simply of killing the 
sucker first by wetting its leaves with 
BrushkiU, a weedkiller especially for¬ 
mulated to destroy woody or shrobhy 
subjects. Only when the sucker is quite 
dead is it cut down at or Nightly below 
soil level. 

Results have been encouraging, for I 
have never had a sucke'r so treated 
regenerate and start growing again, 
although new suckers have appeared 
from H sew he re on the roots. 

I hesitate to recommend this method 
•or general use, however, for it is a 
risky business. The weedkiller is 
absorbed through the leaf pore* of the 
sucker foliage and enters into the Sap, 


arid there is always the danger that 
enough of this poisoned sap may he 
translocated to the parent root to affect 
or even kill the suckering tree or shrub. 
It hasn't happened yet in my case, but 
the possibility is always there, and I 
couldn't advise the use of weedkiller on 
shrubs of more than nominal value. 

Suckers aren't always a dead loss, 
however, and on non-graftrd subjects 
they can provide a quick and easy way 
to get more plants for furnishing other 
parts of the garden or as gifts to 
friends and neighbors. 

a a a 

A good example Is the raspberry. 
Suckers springing up in the alleys 
between the rows are usually hoed off, 
but there is no reason why these should 
not be dug up with a bit of root 
attached and planted elsewhere. Noo- 
grafled lilacs and some of the 

viburnums are great producers of 

“good” suckers which can be used lor 
propagating. 

Another plant that comes trut to 
variety front tuckers is the flowering 
almond. Prtmus triloba, and especially 
the double-flowered form; I have found 
vigorous suckers coming up as far as 
l 1 * feet from the parent plant. 

Detached down low. these rooted 

tuckers have every chance of making 
good new plants.
